Section 939A 
of the Dodd-Frank Act authorized federal banking regu- 
lators to eliminate statutory protections for national 
credit rating agencies associated with investments (i.e., 
Standard & Poor's, Moody's, and Fitch) and to establish 
new standards of credit-worthiness. In reviewing its 
compliance with Section 939A of the Dodd-Frank Act, 
the division of banks identified one or more sections of 
chapter 208-512 WAC which need modernization to 
conform to the Dodd-Frank Act and to also assure "par- 
ity" for Washington state-chartered banks and savings 
banks with national banks in relation to securities invest- 
ment standards. 

e Currently amending "lending limits" rule regarding 
derivatives and securities lending, chapter 208-512A 
WAC. Making some revisions that are congruent to the 
Office of the Comptroller of the Currency, which are 
necessary to be adopted for Titles 30A and 32 RCW 
banks. This is necessary to bring Titles 30A and 32 RCW 
banks into parity with national banks. 

e Currently drafting and proposing to adopt rules for a 
technical cleanup, modernization, or repeal of certain 
outdated or inapplicable sections of the above-men- 
tioned chapters 208-512 and 208-512A WAC. Amend- 
ments will be made to change citations from "Title 30" to 
"Title 30A" stemming from recodification of the Com- 
mercial Bank Act, 2014 c 37 § 1-701. Other miscella- 
neous changes include changing over to gender-neutral 
language, updating internal citations to RCW and WAC, 
and any other technical cleanup, as needed.

e Consumer Loan Act. Begin rule making under chapter 
208-620 WAC to allocate the residential mortgage loan 
servicing requirements in the act between investors, 
master servicers and subservicers.

The 
agency delayed submission of these SPAs in order to work 
with FQHCs and RHCs to develop an alternative payment 
methodology. The agency has renumbered these SPAs and 
now intends to submit SPA 17-0014 regarding FQHCs and 
SPA 17-0015 regarding RHCs. 

Both SPAs will establish an optional new alternative 
payment methodology (APM) for FQHCs (SPA 17-0014) 
and RHCs (SPA 17-0015). The new APM is intended to 
increase the use of value-based contracting, alternative qual- 
ity contracting, and other payment incentives that promote 
quality, efficiency, cost-savings, and health improvement. 

The APM will establish a budget-neutral, baseline per- 
member-per-month (PMPM) payment amount for each par- 
ticipating facility. PMPM payment amount will be applicable 
for medicaid managed care clients assigned to the facility by 
the managed care organization (MCO). MCOs will pay par- 
ticipating FQHCs and RHCs for each eligible client they 
assign to the facility, and the agency will pay enhancements 
to bring FQHCs and RHCs up to their baseline payment 
amounts, with adjustments for certain factors. The agency 
will perform reconciliations to ensure participating facilities 
receive no less than they would have under previous reim- 
bursement methods. For both SPAs, the agency will ask the 
Centers for Medicare and Medicaid Services for an effective 
date of July 1, 2017. 

The new APM is completely voluntary; FQHCs and 
RHCs will not be required to participate in the new APM if 
they do not wish to. 

These SPAs are anticipated to have no effect on annual 
aggregate expenditures; participating facilities will receive 
no less than they would have under previous reimbursement 
methods.

Subject: This policy gives an alternative regulatory 
option to the requirements of chapter 173-303 WAC, Danger- 
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ous waste regulations, for generators of dangerous waste 
pharmaceuticals. It provides an easier waste management 
system which is equally protective of human health and the 
environment. 

Policy Revision Description: The policy has been 
slightly revised to match container labeling requirements 
specified in the draft dangerous waste regulations, WAC 173- 
303-555 (3)(e). Containers must now be labeled with the 
words "hazardous waste pharmaceuticals" or "dangerous 
waste pharmaceuticals."
